WESTERN WHEEL MEETING BLACKLIST REINSTATED 


Officers of the Empire Circuit Meet in New York—Paterson | Acts Booked by Orpheum Circuit and United Booking 
and St. Joseph Dropped from the Wheel—Wilkes- 
Barre, Scranton and Omaha Become Week Stands 


New York. May 20 (Special to The Billboard). | 
—The meeting of the officers and directors of 
the Empire Circuit (Western Wheel) was held | 
from Monday, May 15, to Wednesday, May 17. | 
at the offices of the Circuit in the Knickerbocker 
Theatre Building. 

It was announced after the meeting that the 
Wheel will next season have thirty-six shows 
playing « thirty-six weeks’ season. Chicago is 
to be the last city on the route, but from that 
point the shows will begin a short engagement 
of four weeks, bringing the entire season up to 
forty weeks. 

the new shows on the Wheel next season will 
be one gwnued by DW. S.. Walker of Montreal; 
one will be under the direction of S. L. Talbot; 
another is to be controlled by Collins and Brown, 
and one will be owned by Couniban and Shan- 


bon. 

On June 1 the drawings for the Wheel open- 
ings will be made. In order to eliminate the 
necessity of drawing each year, the Wheel has 
decided to gidopt a new plan, which is to ad 
vance the é6pening five numbers each season. For 
instance, if a show draws No. 25 at this year’s 
drawing, vext season it will start at No. 30. 

In four cities new theatres will be open by 
Dext season. Washington is to have a new 
bouse to take the place of the Lyceum. Ground 
for this theatre has already been broken. In 
Philadelphia a site has been selected, upon 
which a new-theatre will be buiit. Newark 
will have a new house to supplant the Empire, 
which ig to be razed and a building owned by 
a large commercial firm erected on the property. 
The new house in Newark is now half complet- 
ed. in Baltimore the old Monumental will be 
viecated, and a new theatre, now well under 
construction, used in its stead. 

Paterson, N. J., has been eliminated entirely 
from the Wheel. Wilkes-Barre, Pa.; Scranton, 
Pa., and Omaha, Neb., have been made full 
week stands instead of three days, as was for- 
merly the policy. St. Joseph, Mo., will also 
be dropped. At Omaha the vercentage increases 
ten per cent. 

When the new season opens there will be 
found a number of changes in tie management 
of the various houses on the Wheel, 

One of the most important matters decided at 
the meeting is the dropping at the end of the 
eeason of three of the shows that have the 
smallest receipts, bad route and everything 
else considered. This rule is to work indiscrim- 
inately. It is believed that in this way the 
managers will make every effort to increase | 
the merits of their respective attractions. 

Next season there will be no lav-offs on the 
Wheel, the shows woking the full forty weeks 
without interruption.

LONDON NEWS LETTER 


Latest Big Theatrical Offering is a Play Entitled Kismet, 
Which in Lieu of Possessing a Strong Plot is a Spec- 
tacular Production of Unusual Merit 


We have had quite a deluge of new plays with- 
in the last week, The most noteworthy is Kismet, 
by Edward Knoblauch, which has just been put 
on by Oscar Asche at the Garrick. The play 
was originally offered to Tree, but he apparent- 
ly could not ‘“‘eee’’ it, and Asche getting the 
chance be snpapped it on the spot. rom begin- 
ning to end the plece is one big spectacle; the 
actual story matters little. In its Eastern color 
and voluptuousness it rather reminds one of 
Samurun, but in this case voice has been given 
to the dumb show and spectacle. Kismet is an 
Arabian Nights story of a fierce beggar rogue, 
Hajj, who has a bloxi feud with an outlawed 
robber sheikh, Jawan, who years ago killed his 
son and stole his wife. Jawan, now very old, 
ventures into Bagdad to make his ace at the 
Mosque of the Carpenters, and there he en- 
counters his enemy who swears to be avenged 
on him, 

After this Hajj goes to pay a visit to Mansur, 
who, making him drunk, persuades him to at- 
tempt the life of the young Caliph, promising 
to marry his daughter if he does so. he at- 
tempt falls, and Hajj is thrown into prison, 
where, to his astonishment, he finds he has his 
old enemy, Jawan, as his fellow-prisoner. Hajj 
Snaps his chains. kills Jawan, and escapes in 
the latter’s clothes. Thence he makes his way 
to the house of Mansur and kills him by holding 
him under the water of the bath in the harem 
in which Mansur’s wives are at that time bath- 
ing. Incidentally there is a further theme in 
the love of the Caliph for the beautiful danehter 
of Haij, who, in the full spirit of Oriental 
Tomance, rescues her from divers perils and 
finally makes her his queen. But although there 
are stirring scenes plentifully bescattered, one’s 
interest throuchout is rather taken up by the 
beauty of the setting. the audacity of the scenes 
most ingeniously and resourcefully contrived 
with some very interesting innovations in stace 
management, the extraordinary realism of the 
buzaar, harem and Diwan spectacles. In aid- 
dition to ali of these features the language is 
crowded with life-like Oriental imagery. and 
nothing could be more sumptuous and splendid 
than the costumes of gold, silver and rich colors. 
These. with the languorous dances specially ar- 
ragged, have called un a veritable spell of the 
East, of the drug of ritual, the primitive magic 
East, or of a civilization subtle and barbarous 
full of mystery, cruelty, the drug of ritu®! 
the primitive magic of color suffusing all. Of 
gTeat acting parts there are none. Oscar Asche 
plays powerfuli~ as Hajj, and Ben Webster's 

aliph is full of dignity and grace. while Lity 
Rrayton acts with force the beggar girl, especi- 
ally in the harem scene. The piece on the first 
night was a distinct success and looks like con- 
tinuing Asche’s marvelous run of luck.

Holy Week in Paris always sees the bringing 
out of religious, or so-cailed religious plays, 
usually with plots lifted from the Bible. La 
Samaritaine, by Edmond Rostand, which the 
divine Sarah used, when she was permitted to, 
in America, was one of these. Judas, a play 
in four acts, from the pen of Achille Richard, 
| was this year’s crop. 

Judas usually gets a black eye by whoever 
|takes him up for discussion. It began way 
| back yonder in the days of inspired writings, and 
the knocking has continued uninterrupted right 
on down to this day. Achille Richard, however, 
gives a slightly different Judas, a Judas more 
sinned against than sinning. He doesn’t ex- 


actly give him a complete coat of whitewash, | 
but he shows old Iscariot as a sort of Biblical | 


Happy Hooligan. or a boss politician, who is 
given the double-cross by his pals. 


Incidentally, Jesus appears on the scene as a/

He can 
do no good. As he stands there, Jesus passes | 
on the way to Calvary, the cross upon his back, | 
the crown of thorns upon his head.

THE LOYALTY OF DON LOUIS VERDUGO.

WILL THE M. P. HOUSES PUT 
SHOW wn ee” OF BUSI- 


One of the chief questions with river men ts: 
Will the moving picture houses put the show- 
boats out of business? These cheaper houses of 
amusement have not only invaded the territory 
of the theatres in large cities, but they are 
sweeping down on the smaller towns like a great 
horde of locust-eaters. devouring a goodly por- 
tion of that profit which formerly fattened the 
purse of the traveling barnstormers, circuses 
and showboats. 

These five and ten-cent theatres have proven 
a veritable godsend to the little towns through- 
out the country, even those which have boast- 
ed an ‘‘opery’’ house for many generations. Even 
though they may be on the railroad, they are 
frequently too small to serve as one-night stands 
except in the case of the traditional ‘“‘ham-fat” 
burning cross ties with his weary feet. Where 
these towns chance to be on the Mississipp! or 
its tributary streams and bayous, the floating 
theatres and showboats have reaped a golden 
harvest each season, and apparently they do not 
intend to give way to the moving picture houses 
without a stiff fight. The largest showboat 
ever built on the Mississippi was launched at 
Parkersburg, W. Va. It is 100 feet long, 46 
feet wide, and has a seatiug capacity of 1,500 
people. The stage and auditorium were mod 
eled after the Majestic Theatre in Denver. Colo., 
and 2,500 incandescent lights were installed. A 
steamer, the Wabash, was remodeled for the 
purpose of taking this floating theatre from town 
to town and for accommodating the troupe of 


actors. The venture was that of Captain W. R. 
Markle, who. in 1909, brought the showboat 


Queen down the lower Mississippi, and in the 
spring sold both the Queen and towboat steamer 
Conquest for $30,000. as the Ohio River show- 
boat season was beginning. The new showboat 
and steamer represent an investment of early 
$50,000, which indicates the proportions to 
which Mississipp! showboating has grown in re- 
cent years, 

This new theatre boat would seem to Ind! 
cate the return to the river {f some of its old- 
time prestige as a part of the circuit followed 
by actors and troupes of note. Time was when 
the Mississipp! had its fame in theatrical world 
Some of the Mississippi River actors were known 
far and wide, and to this day one may hear 
in the greenroom tales and traditions of that 
curious life in floating theatres which made 
their way from landing to landing between 
Pittsburg or St. Louis end Cairo, and from 
Cairo to New Orleans. 

The showboat season !s at its height along 
the lower Mississippi! during the cane-grinding 
months. when the plantation hands are being 
paid off. The big showboats take this oppor- 
tunity to hibernate through the winter months 
until the ice begins to break on the Northern 
rivers. During October, November and Decem- 
ber the shrill notes of the calliope are heard 
in Bayou Teche, Bayou Lafourche and all along 
this part of the Mississippi. In the old days, 
before the advent of the small theatres and mov- 
ing picture houses, they frequently tied up at 
New Orleans, but now they are seldom seen 
here. There was one docked at Philip Street !n 
1905, bunt now they seldom approach nearer to 
the business district than Louisiana Avenue. 

eir operations are confined to Centerville and 
other small towns along the river. No steam 
boat landing Is too insignificant to attract their 
attention. A showboat usually cleans up the 
average town in two nights but one night {» 
enongh for the smaller villages. 

The best known of the showboats along this 
part of the Mississippi are Price’s and French's, 
each with a seating capacity of several hundred 
people. There is no limit to the variety offered 
by these floating theatres, their offerings rang- 
ing from black-face comedy to grand opera. The 
tactics pursued are pretty much Ike those of 
the circus. The advance agent goes ahead in 
a _ steam launch, posts the town with bills and 
advertisements, and attends to all the details 
that would fall to his lot if he were with a cir- 
ous. Then the showboat’s calliope announces 
ts presence with a persistent shriek that threat- 
ens to awake the dead. ere is usnally a

here is no record of the first showhboat’s ap. 
pearance on the Mississippi. Possibly it was de- 
veloped from the enstom of itinerant minstrels, 
mimics and dancers giving exhibitions in the 
cabins of ‘‘arks,’’ flathoats’ and ‘‘keel-boate” 
in the days immediately following the American 
revolution. The transition of a mere river 
ripper to that of a river actor was always 
easy for some of the nomads. 

N. M. Ludlow’s company was the first to ap- 
pear on the Mississipp!, so far as the records 
show. This company journeyed, In 1817, over- 
land to the Cumberland River, and floated in e@ 
keel-boat down the Cumberland to the Ohio, ant 
thence down the Mississipp!. The keel-boat was

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EXTIRPATING PLAY PIRATES. 


One of the first convictions of play pliacy un- 
der the criminal clause of the new copyright 
bill was reported to the National Association of 
Theatrical] Producing Managers in dispatches 
from Aberdeen, S. D. 

The manager of a theatre company devoted to 
Stock productions, was indicted by the United 
States grand jury at Aberdeen, on May 2. for 
the piracy of Eugene Walter’s play, Paid in 
Full. When the case was called the manager 
pleaded guilty. 

In consideration of his 
court showed leniency, 
whereas the maximum 


plea of guilty, the 
merely fining him $300, 
punishment for his of- 


fense is one year in prison or a fine of $1,000 
or both. While the sentence of the court will! 
probably not prove particularly burdensome to 


the manager, it will still teach him a sharp les- 
Son, and will at the same time prove a very dis 
tinct warning to the numerous play thieves who 
have been the bane of the producing manager 
for years passed. 
The evidence in the case was assembled by Mr. 
Ligon Johnson, general counsel of the Nationai 
Association of Theatrical Producing Managers, 
whose efforts in connection with securing an ad 
equate copyright law proved so successful some 
years ago. Mr. Johnson states that since the 
association began active work in suppressing 
play piracy, the number of piracies has de- 
creased to a marked extent, and predicts that 
within the next year so many convictions will 
ave been secured against these dishonest pro 
ducers that play piracy will become practically 
« thing of the past. > 


VULGARITY IN VAUDEVILLE. 
The following editorial appeared In the South 
Bend (Ind.) News: 


His name is Ed Latell, and it deserves to be 
emblazoned in letters of gold on the bills of the 
vaudeville houses. Eq Latell is a musical and 
monologue artist. That is the way he is adver- 
tised, but being an artist is not his only claim 
to public consideration. There is something 
better than doing an act artistically, and that 
is doing it without offending the sensibilities of 
an audience. We take Ed Latell for an exam- 
ple. because he does his act both artistically 
and inoffensively. That is something to say for 
a monologue artist, something than can be said 
of very few others 

Vulgarity is the crying evil of the vandeville 
Stage. The managers recognize it and fight i! 
The audience dread it and endure ft. The vu! 
gar minded expect and appland it. The per 
former resorts to it to raise a laugh and get 
hand that would not otherwise come in response 
to what he has to offer. Without the Injection 
of salacious suggestions their acts would scarcely 
serve to save them from going to work, 
they sandwich them with dialogues and song< 
that have no significance and purpose bherond 
pleasing the low minded and the silly who are 
not capable of indging between wit and vul 
garity. This class of performers is an inenm 
brance, which keeps the standard of the pro 
fession far below the point it should be and 
would be if relieved of an element which de 
tracts more than it adds to a very enjoyable 
style of entertainment. 

Managers give assnrance that ther do everr- 
thing they can to control this evil tendener by 


an 


posting notices in the dressing rooms and Tr 
sonally warning the performers, and they believe 
they are effecting an improvement. It is to be 
hoped There is room for it. A rigid en- 
forcement of the rule would drive from the vau- 
deville stage a host of people whose merit does 
not entitle them to a place on it. We hope the 
managers will persevere and that it will event- 
nally become possible for young girls to visit 
vaudeville houses without having their ears 
greeted by suggestions which bring the blush of 
shame to their cheeks.

ind thorough preparatory training.

HENRY W. SAVAGE. 


J. M. Hill was a striking incident of this 
sort of manager, who quickly became a potent 
livure in theatredom, though his previous life 
ind all of his affiliations had been in a wholly 
different environment. Mr. Hill labored in a 
erlod of the theatres far from propitious, and 
‘ie can only conjecture as to what measure of 
success would have been his had his time of ac- 
uvity been thet of the present. 

Henry W. Savage is another instance of a 
great managerial figure whose achievements 
lave caused the theatrical world to look on 
in utter amazement, for here we have a man 
who really has done things, and yet he came into 
the amusement business through sheer accident. 

Mr. Savage, less than fifteen years ago, was a 


snecessful real estate manipulator in Boston 
his home city. He had a large interest in a 
theatre, the Castle Square, which, when inau 


vurated, was found to be a most difficalt prop- 
osition. He was very reluctant to associate 
iimself with the theatre, but when some one 
started an operatic season at the theatre and 
found himself in financial trouble, Mr. Savage 
decided, as a matter of self-preservation, to en- 
ter actively on the constructive side of the en- 
terprise. 

The New England man took a fancy to the 
work as it developed, and ~hen, after a time, 
he had mastered the . of the Castle 
Square Theatre. he sougt. for other worlds to 
conquer—then he came to New York, leased the 
American Theatre (at that time a veritable Jo- 
nah), and he presented opera in English there 
for a long period, achieving a great artistic 
and financial success. 

Mr. Savage is more than six feet tall, He has 
blue eyes that seem to penetrate into the very 
soul. Some one said that his jaw was like a 
bear trap while one could break stones on his 
chin. This is the manner of man who today is 
a multi-millionaire, and who has made the 
greater part of his fortune in the theatrical 
business Mr. Savage is a great believer in 
printer's ink, ut is himself averse to any pub- 
licity, and one of the important clauses In the 
list of instructions handed to his many press 
agents reads something like this: 

‘Do not write or have printed any stories of 
Mr. Savage personally. The public is not in- 
terested in managers. Confine your energies 
to securing publicity for the artists and plays 
Mr. Savage is interested in.’’ 

There is said to be just one portrait of Mr. 


Savage in existence. The writer became pos- 
sessed of this one, and as a result it is 
reproduced in the first volume issued = in 
1909. from his pen. Rut efforts to get 
Mr. Savage to sit for portraits resuted in 


his gathering in all that were available, includ- 
ing the plates, and destroying them. 

It is worthy of record that Mr. Savage pro- 
duced in English La Roheme before it was given 
it the Metropolitan: that he produced Madame 
Rutterfiy lavishly and made a fortune with It. 
and finally presented Parsifal in English. and 
it did not bankrupt him; tn fact. he made a 
handsome profit from this public-spirited under- 
taking. 

From The Merry Widow Mr. Savage has made 
already nearly half a million dollars, end this 
most potent of light operas shows no sign that 
its vogue is likely to diminish in the near fu- 
ture, while The Prince of Pilsen, now in the 
twelfth year of its tremendous career had its

Unquestionably Mr. Savage is one of the most 
prolific, and surely he is one of the 
prising producers of plays

Savage's offices everything has to be the quin- 
tessence of system and rectitude. His right 
hand man in New York is Madison Corey, who 
years ago was with Chas.

very versatility has been his great sustaining 
influence in the conduct of Mr. Savage's enor-

45th Street headquarters, disposes of a widely 
varied number of problems by the simple remark: 
“See Mr. Corey.” 

It must be remembered that despite the enor- 
mous scope of Mr. Savage's enterprises, he is 
not what may be called ‘‘a man well known’’; 
in fact, it is doubtful if he is personally ac- 
quainted with as many professionals as is the 
humblest member of bis chorus. Extremely ret- 
icent and modest to a fault, this man of great 
achievement is never to be found at public af- 
fairs. His influence and moral and practical 
aid, though, are always forthcoming, but his 
presence can only be obtained when absence 
would mean serious inconvenience to his col- 
leagues. 

Once, just once, Mr. Savage permitted himself 
to be interviewed, or rather allowed himself to 
give voice to an expression in which he was s0 
frank, so honest, that his words created a tre- 
mendous upheaval, This was when the im- 
presario publicly stated that as a business man 
he would not think of producing an opera by a 
native composer before it had stood the test of 


Germany or some other European center. For 
weeks the important press had commented on 
these expressions, the tendency being to find 
fault with Mr. Savage because he did not 


pretend that he was in business merely for phi- 
lanthropy: but this once was all—and to the 
present writer he has stated that he will never 
repeat the error. 

But if Mr. Savage is not willing to produce 
the unknown works of home writers, he is do- 
ing more for the perpetuation of a national op 
era than are those gentlemen who are now found 
conspicuous in movements in the newspapers for 
1 renaissance of American grand opera, for he 
is about to produce in English the Puccini 
opera, The Girl of the Golden West, and this 
is indeed the most important undertaking of his 
unexampled career. The courage. tenacity of 
purpose and the persistent application which 
have been requisite for this epochal production 

n only be faintly surmised by the lay reader, 
but if The Girl does not result in Mr. Savage's 


name being immortal ved for all itme as the 
real exponent of opera in the vernacular, it will 
not be because of any worthy endeavor in the 


same field by those who unti! recently have rid- 
ienled every effort to present opera in the lan 
guage of our nation, but who are now prepared 
to share in the glory which seems at hand be- 
cause of a general public desire to hear grand 
overa sung in the language that ninety-five per 
cent of operagoers alone can understand.

“Thoroughly discouraged, I then thought | 
might try my luck as governess to small 
children. In consequence I journeyed out to 


the suburbs in answer to what seemed an agree- 
able advertisement. There I was received by @ 
woman dressed in the height of fashion and who 
considered herself so very far above the average 
human being that, as she assured me, it was 
not without the greatest inconvenience that she 
granted me an interview, 

“She survered me through a pair of gold 
lorgnettes and deplored at every sentence my 
lack of knowledge, since 1 could not speak 
French, German, Latin, Spanish and Greek.

Dusseldorf, Rhenish Prussia, May 16.—After a 
career of six weeks the Deutschland, latest of 
the models of Zeppelin’s ill-fated dirigible bal- 
loons, stranded today on the roof of its shed, a 
total wreck. The crew and passengers escaped 
injury. The finish of the airship was less spec- 
tacular than that of its predecessors, but more 
complete. 

The accident occurred as the Deutschland was 
being released for a passenger trip. Eight 
passengers—four men and four women—had 
seated themselves comfortably in the cabin as 
the powerful craft slowly emerged from her 
berth. 

Just as the airship cleared the shed a violent 
gust of wind drove her back against the en- 
trance. At the impact several of the balloon- 
ettes burst, and the released gas destroyed her 
equilibrium, Another gust lifted the airship 
bodily. and she dropped upon the roof of the 
shed, her back broken and her hull left dang- 
ling over one edge. 

A fire brigade, hurriedly summoned to the 
scene, ran ladders to the top of the balloon shed 
and pulled the marooned passengers and crew 
out of the wreck. 


GERMAN WAR BALLOON WRECK. 


Bitterfeld, Saxony, May 17—Parseval II., the 


new German military dirigible balloon, while 
returning from a trial flight today was blown 
against the hangar and wrecked. Two pas- 


sengers suffered sprained ankles. 
FIVE MONOPLANES DESTROYED. 


London, May 15.—Five monoplanes are in 
ashes today as the result of a fire which de- 
stroyed the hangars in the aerodrome at Acton 
last night. Fed by the gasoline, the fire spread 
rapidly. The aviation field at Acton is a new 
one located about eight miles’ from St. Paul's. 


TWO IN AIRSHIP KILLED. 


Rheims. May 18.—A double aeroplane fatality, 
one of the victims being burned to death, oc- 
eurred today on the Bethany plains aviaticn 
field. The victims were Pierre Mari, pilot, and 
Capt. Dupuit, a military aviator. Their ma- 
ehine crashed to the ground from a height of 
175 feet.

were held in Union, Clarke, Lucas, Decatur, 
Wayne and Appanoose, nor in Emmet, Palo Alto,

The total attendance reported for the ninety- 
one fairs was 800.000 making an average 
attendance for each fair of about 8.700. The 
total valuation of county and district fair ground 
property of the state is given at $818,000. mak 
ing an average value of about $9,000. The to- 
tal indebtedness reported was $134,000, being 
about sixteen and two-thirds per cent of the 
actual valuation. The total receipts for the 
ninety-one fairs. for the past year, totals over 
$426,000, making an average for each fair of 
twenty per cent over the year of 1909. The to- 
tal amount paid ont for premiums was &83,060 
making an average of about $912 per fair, an 
increase over the amount paid out in 1909 of 
twenty per cent, Ninety-one is the largest 
number of fairs reported in the state for a num- 
ber of years, With these facts and figures 
we do not see how it can be said, with any 
regard for the truth, that people are losing in 
terest In the county and district fairs: in fact 
we belleve the county and district fair is more 
ponular with the people today than ever before.

The different shades of tinting in this film 
and the photography in general are not up to 
the high standard set by the Eclair Company; but 
the story is a most excellent one and splendidly 
played.

eontrolied by poles and oars. Constant care 
Was necessary to keep clear of Snags and cav- 
ing bends, and when the party went by Plum 
Point, St. Francis River, Montgomery Point, 
Rowdy Bend and other notorious places, all 
Bands had fresh priming in their flintlocks 
ready to repel attacks by river pirates, who 
were located at those places, 


Ludlow played for several years on the Missis- 


sippi in his own showboat, and when he came 
to places where there was a hall up the bank 
he would go ashore and give his shows there. 
His rival on the river was Sol Smith, and these 
two men did as much as any to make river 
showboating famous. Stories of their adventures 
eirculated wherever the American stage was 
known. 


Both Smith and Ludlow wrote books about 
their playing, but they told little about the 
Goating theatres They seemed anxious to 
make it plain that they appeared only In the 
finest and largest theatres of their time in the 
Mississippi basin, and that they built up a 
taste for high-grade theatricals In the valley. 
Sol Smith’s showboat was cut in two by a col 


lision with a steamer in 1847 or 1848, and at 
one time Ludlow had his showboat lines cast 
off by practical jokers, and the boat sent afloat 
down the river, audience, troupe and all, Per- 
baps the best known of the old-time floating 
theatres was the Chapman showboat. William 
Chapman, Sr., was born in England in 1794, 


where he grew up among the vans of Richard- 
son’s famous traveling theatre. He came to 
America in 1847, where he heard of the possi- 
bilities of the Mississippi basin. With his 
“Chapman Family’’ he worked westward to 
Pittsburg. where he played in the dining room 
of the old Red Lion Hotel till Captain Brown, 
an Ohio River ship builder of note, built him 
a floating theatre. When the theatre was afloat 
the family went aboard and started down the 
river. William Chapman, Sr., was manager, 
and the other members were William, Jr., 
George, Caroline, Harry and Therese Chapman. 
They played, among other things, The Stranger 
and Cinderella, gave monologues, sketches and 
musical numbers. They were very popular and 
for many years were at the head of river theat- 
ricals. (ne story of their life is worth retell- 
ing. The boat was at Friars Point, Miss., and 
The Stranger was being played. Act. 1V., Scene 
1, was reached and Count Walbough (William, 
Sr.) shouted: ‘‘Francis! Francis!" 
There was no answer, and the count stamped 
killing time, and shouting: ‘Francis!

That 
sentiment toward the showboat is changing rap- 
idiy in the valley may be judged by the fact 
that a year or so ago the Cooley-Thom combina- 
tion, in the showhoat Wonderland, towed by the 
steamer Vernie Mack, gave a minstrel show at 
Point Pleasant for the benefit of one of the 
ehurches—an innovation which contrasts vividly 
with the days when town marshals and lead- 
ing citizens came down to the river landini 
with assorted firearms to order ont troupes o' 
river players. U nder cover of showboats many 
a town has heen ‘“‘skinned alive’ by river 
thieves, and the character of some of the river 
plays was worse than that of the thieves and 
pickpockets. 

Acting is the last resource of the river grafter. 
There were a gambler. a medicine man, a river 
filddier. =» house painter and his wife In three 
shanty-boats at the mouth of the St. Francis 
River a few years ago. There was not a dollar 
in the pockets of them all. They tried selling 
medicine, picking cotton, drifting for logs, fish- 
ing, trapping and junking without success. They 
discussed the acute question of something to eat 
and decided upon a show. 

The gambler knew some card tricks, and had 
been second fiddle in an Indian Territory opera 
troupe; the medicine man could play a banjo, 
the woman could sing, the fiddler was an artist 
of his kind. and the painter could sell tickets 
and maintain order. They had a rehearsal in 
the morning. in the afternoon two of the men 
went up the bank to advertise, and that night 
they played to a $10 honse. The troupe broke 
ap at Helena a week later with pocket money 
earned by the show. Many a river man, hounded 
by bad Inck and down to the point of killing 
ether men’s hogs, has recnperated his fortunes 
By a monologue or lightning-change entertain- 
ment. Especially have gamblers been facile tn 
tmpromptu shows. Plantation darkles are not 
eritical, and showhoats of the lowest type de- 

nd upon them for andiences. Many a show- 

at exchanges tickets for eggs, corn, flour and 
other provender. One man with a phonograph 
worked his way from the Upper Mississipp! to 
New Orleans. charging admission to hear the 
talking machine. 


A medicine boat gives shows to exploit a cure- 
all. A lecturer and music is all most of them 
have. The boat drops from landing to landing, 
advertising a free show, and selling medicine 
to the audience. Some medicine shows are 
more elaborate One medicine man for years 
gave a play showing a woman seeking health 
as the heroine. She went from place to place, 
and doctor and doctor, seeking a cure. The 
villain led her, obviously, away from the cure, 
but at last the hero rescued her from 
lain, and gave her the magic medicine 
taking this she was marvelously cured 
came marvelously beautiful. 

The ‘‘real showboats’’ and 
are owned by men famous or 
productions. Among them are Captain Markle, 
Cooley, Thom, Captain Ralph Emerson, the Il- 
linois Amusement Company, and the Mississippi 
Amusement Company. Whoever else is famous, 
none is more so than the man who plays the 
calliope. Homer Denney, for example, has 
charmed every showboat landing from Pittsburg 
to the lower river, and the sickness of Joe 
Baird was a matter of real concern In river cir- 
cles. 

Most of the showboats 
100 feet long, and are from 12 to 45 feet wide. 
One of the largest showboats on the Mississipp! 
is the Cotton Blossom,wli ch represents an ni- 
vestment of $50,000—afloat—theatre and show 
boat. The boat is ligMed by upward of a 
thousand incandescent |igits, inside and out, 
and there are are lights besides. A printing 
plant is carried on board, from which are sent 
handbills, newspaper quotations, programs, 
tickets, postcards and various other useful mat- 
ter. The boat carries 48 people, including actors, 
actresses, players in a sixteen-plece band and a 
ten-piece orchestra. Deckhands and steamboat 
crew are also numbered. Last year Cotton Blos- 
som was towed 6,000 miles on the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi, seeking showboat landings. 

The rivalry of the river theatres is sharp. 
Northern towns are ‘‘showboat hungry’’ in the 
spring, after the ice goes out, and the first one 
in gets the crowd. Some towns are better than 
others, and for these towns the showboats race, 
Jumping back and forth on the river till the 
spring hunger has been satisfied, after which 
some of the boats begin to follow some loosely 
planned route, But for the most part the the- 
atreboats go roaming up and down the rivers, 
searching for crowds. As the boats approach a 
landing the calliope man plays, while the fireman 
keeps the instrument supplied with ample steam. 
A general law suppressing river calliones has 
been suggested. Sizing up his crowd, the man- 
ager decides whether to put on vaudeville and 
moving rictures or a play, unless he has al- 
ready billed the town for Rrother Against 
Brother, River Queen, a minstrel play, or 
some other amusement. 

The future looks good for the showboat man, 
despite the invasion of the five and ten cent 
theatres. the moving picture and ‘‘pop’’ vaude- 
ville houses. The valley is growing richer and 
richer each year; new towns are springing up 
on the river banks, and those already there are 
growing by leans and bounds. Of course, excur- 
sion boats and floating dance halls are plentiful 
enough in the immediate vicinity of New Or- 
leans and other lerge river cities, but the show- 
boat man seeks the river town that is too small 
for the consideration of the theatrical man- 
agers. It is ‘‘easy picking’’ Im these towns. 
and there appears to be no diminution of the 
harvest which he has enjoyed for many years.
